The  attached  is  an  attempt  on  my  part  to  record  the  various 
family  trees  connected  with  my  family.   It  is  also  a  contribution  to  the 
Library  at  Dominion  Headquarters  and  to  the  Bay  of  Quint e  Branch  of  the 
U.E.L.  Association  of  Canada,  of  which  my  husband,  Crawford  Hogle  Smith 
and  I  are  members.    Our  children,  Susan  Anne  Smith,  Jennifer  Karen  Smith 
(now  Clarkson)  and  Malcolm  Crawford  Smith,  wish  to  make  application  to 
the  Bay  of  Quinte  Branch  and  the  attached  will  furnish  the  necessary  proofs 
for  al]  three  applicants.   Other  members  of  my  family  may  also  wish  to  join. 

The  attached  pages  include  the  Baptismal  Certificate  of  my 
great-grandmother  Mary  Hannah  Hawley  Meeks ,  her  parents  Marriage  Certificate 
and  two  affidavits  from  my  grandfather  Reppard's  army  records.   My  mother's 
father,  George  Washington  Reppard  was  a  civil  war  veteran.   He  came  to 
Canada  to  search  for  employment  and  was  told  that  there  was  a  mdne  at  Iron 
Ore  Junction  which  was  employing  experienced  miners .   His  former  home  was 
near  Shamokin,  Penn.,  in  the  coal  mining  district:.   When  he  and  a  chum 
arrived  at  this  village  (now  knovm  as  Godfrey,  north  of  Kingston) ,  they 
did  not  find  employment,  but  found  a  friendly  family  by  the  name  of  Good- 
fellow  v;ho  took  them  in.   He  married  my  grancJmother ,  Mary  Anne  Switzer  and 
after  her  death,  married  Patience  Card.   My  mother  remembers  her  mother's 
funeral  (or  should  I  say  remembered?) .   The  church  at  Parham  was  undergoing 
repairs  and  her  funeral  was  held  in  the  camp  meeting  tent,  and  she  used  to 
tell  me  of  the  agony  of  being  left  v/ithout  a  mother  at  such  an  early  age. 
When  she  went  to  live  with  lelatives  v;ho  V7cre  old  enough  to  be  her  grandparents, 
it  was  a  trying  experience  for  a  young  child.   As  a  result,  my  mother  found 
it  difficult  to  express  affection. 

^'-'    ^    child  we  used  to  drive  from  Bell  R.^ck  to  Sharbot  Lake  ro 
visit  my  grandfather  Reppara,  who  was  blind  from  the  effects  of  the  civil  war. 
He  received  a  pension  and  was  probably  in  a  better  financial  position  than 

most  old  persons  of  that  day.   Many  mexmories  flood  my  mind  of  these  visits 

the  horses  refusal  to  cross  the  floating  bridge  just  south  of  Sharbot  Lake 
and  of  my  father  leading  them  across.   I  remember  my  grandfather's  funeral 
quite  vividly,  although  I  was  only  about  seven  years  of  age.   We  met  the 
funeral  procession  just  north  of  Parham,  where  we  drove  in  our  touring  "Star" 
car.   I  remember  my  m.other  and  sister  burst  into  tears.   The  funeral  was  held 
in  Parham  church   and  I  was  so  happy  to  see  my  cousin  who  lived  in  Belleville, 
that  we  whispered  all  through  it  and  I  was  severely  reprimanded  for  it  after. 
There  was  a  choir  which  sang  a  special  selection  "Is  There  Anvone  to  Help  Us, 
Who  Can  Understand  Our  Pain  When  Our  Hearts  Are  Laden  Down  With  Sin  and  Woe". 
He  IS  burxed  beside  my  grandmother  in  Parham  cemetery  but  I  do  not  remember 
the  burial. 


A  few  years  ago  I  went  on  a  pilgrimage  to  Sunbury,  Perai.  to  try 
to  locate  relatives  by  the  name  of  "Reppard",  but  to  no  avail.   We  were  in 
Washington,  D.C.  and  in  an  attempt  to  trace  the  Reppard  family,  1  made  an 
appointment  and  visited  the  Archives.   I  later  obtained  much  of  my  grand- 
ratner  s  army  file,  including  his  application  for  pension,  a  copy  from 
the  Reppard  family  bible  ana  the  Declaration  of  his  death.

I  have  always  enjoyed  telling  people  that  my  grandfather's  name 
was  George  Washington  and  could  see  the  disbelief  on  their  faces  when  I  told 
theiTi  that  I  could  prove  it.  ; 

I 

Mary  Hannah  Meeks ,  was  known  to  the  countryside  as  "Old  Mum  Meeks". 
She  would  never  allow  her  children  to  call  her  "grandma"  and  they  were  taught 
to  call  her  "MuM",  a  name  which  stayed  with  her.   I  have  been' told  that  she 
wore  her  hair  in  ringlets — the  curly  hair  has  passed  from  one  generation  to 
another  and  four  out  of  five  in  our  family  have  curly  hair.   My  uncle  Leonard 
has  always  told  me  that  she  was  the  first  white  woman  to  live  Jiorth  of  the 
"Drovmed  Lands".   The  part  of  this  section  so  referred  to  is  jist  north  of 
the  Long  Swamp  at  the  edge  of  the  Napanee  River.   This  swamp  is  part  of  the 
Napanee  Conservation  Area  and  exends  from  Verona  to  Enterprise,  a.  distance  of 
about  ten  miles,  and  it  is  at  least  a  half  mile  wide.   In  the  early  spring 
this  swamp  floods  and  the  road  from  Moscow  to  Bell  Rock  crosses  the  Napanee 
River  tbout  half  way  through  the  sv;amp.   It  is  absolutely  impassable  in  the 
spring  of  the  year  and  is  referred  to  as  "The  Drowned  Lands".   Whether  she 
was  the  first  white  woman  to  live  there  is  debatable,  but  I  have  heard  members 
of  the  family  relate  that  she  had  told  them  that  she  lived  in  a  shack  when 
she  first  arrived  there  and  that  the  wolves  howled  all  night  long. 

.My  grandfather  James  Hawley,  was  nicknamed  "Teddy  Bear"  by  his 
mother  and  later  years  he  was  always  referred  to  as  "Tedge  Meeks".   He  was 
a  rough  spoken  old  gentleman  who  loved  to  hunt,  pick  berries,  and  look  after 
my  blind  grandmother.   Although  he  frightened  many  persons  v.'ith  his  aruff 
character,  one  of  my  most  pleasant  memories  of  him  will  be  remembering  his 
sitting  by  lamplight,  with  his  hat  on,  reading  to  my  blind  grandma.   Although 
his  early  education  v;as  very  limited,  he  r'^ed  the  papers  diligentlv  and  could 
co.xverse  c_;uite  fluently  abov.t  those  damned  "Russians"  as  he  caij  ed  them. 
Ke  alvvcys  referred  to  Moscow  as  Ma's  cow. 

My  parents,  Etta  &  Clair  Meeks  were  remarkable  to  the  day  of 
their  death.   My  mother  spent  her  last  few  years  recovering  from  serious 
arterial  surgery,  then  a  broken  hip,  then  a  broken  pelvis.   My  father 
dedicated  his  life  to  waiting  on  her  and  allowing  her  to  reraain  in  her  own 
home.   This  pressure  resulted  in  a  heart  attack  and  he  passed  away  very 
suddenly  from  a  series  of  them  after  being  taken  to  the  hospital  by  a:nbulance. 
This  resulted  in  my  mother's  loss  of  interest  and  her  mind  became  very  confused. 
She  V7as  placed  in  a  nursing  home  and  was  only  there  a  few  days  when  the  arterial 
graft  began  deteriorating  and  she  died  a  horrible  death  two  weeks  later.   This 
has  engraved  on  my  mind  the  necessity  of  allowing  old  people  to  die.  in  dignity 
and  peace.   Her  first  operatjon  was  considered  a  miracle  by  the  staff  of  Kingston 
General  Hospital,  but  what  a  horrible  price  to  pay  for  a  bit  of  medical  knowledge! 

All  of  my  ancestors   as  I  remember  them  have  been  blessed  with  long 
years  of  life,  and  as  a  result  I  probably  have  gleaned  more  information  about 
them  than  would  be  possible  in  many  families.    My  father's  only  brother  in 
still  living  and  in  a  nursing  home  in  Kingston,  but  he  can  still  relate  to  the 
''good  old  days".   My  father  s  uncle's  second  wife,  Mrs.  Chester  Snider  of  Napanee  ■ 
is  still  living.   she  nursed  her  husband's  aged  parents  in  their  latter  years  and 
she  too  can  fill  us  in  on  many  incidents . 

I  shall  now  begin  the  task  of  tracing  other  fam.ily  trees  of  my  family — 
the  Scrivers,  Pickles,  Solomon  Ball,  Joseph  Jenckes,  John  Grant,  John  Card,  Sgt. 
Johnson  and  many  others,  as  well  as  those  from  my  husband's  side:   Lakes,  Hogles, 
Cadmans,  etc.   I  shall  donate  these  to  Headquarters  as  I  accomplish  this  task  and 
shall  also  place  a  copy  in  the  files  of  the  Bay  of  Ouinte  Branch.

We  nevor  oinev;  his  wife's  ^  iven  or  maiden  name.  Wo  xcnew  tiiat  sJie  vas  suT)r;osed  to  be  the  first 
white  woraan  north  of  tlie  ciroi-med  lands  at  Bell  Rock  and  Joel  Meeks  drew  her  across  the  ice 
on  a  sleigh  to  her  new  home*  The  story  as  I  iciow  it  was  that  he  came  to  Canada  and  x.orked  on 
the  survey  party  when  the  Tovmships  t/crc  bein,j  settled.  He  wis  supposed  to  have  x^inted  a 
certain  piece  of  land  but  was  Uisaxpointed  and  was  given  a  parcel  of  much  less  valae, 
I  have  found  most  of  this  to  be  erroneous,  altliough  he  did  live  at  BellRock  at  one  time* 

I  wrote  to  Ottav/a  for  a  copy  of  his  application  for  land  and  I  learned  that  neither 
Jool  Meeks,  nor  any  other  Meeks  had  ever  made  application  for  land  or  had  been  given  a  grant 
of  land.  I  then  went  to  the  Re^'istry  Office  in  Kingston  and  wa-  told  that  he  had  never  owned 
land  at  Bell  Rock.  Bell  Rock  is  In  Portland  Townsiiip,  about  tiiirty  miles  north  of  Kingston. 

Noiv  I  should  like  to  tell  you  a  little  of  what  I  have  learned.  To  all  who  have  assisted 

in  any  \;ay,  may  I  say  a  veiy  hearty  "thank  yoia," 

Joel  Meeks  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  Thompson  were  both  bom  in  U.S.  All  of  their  seven 
diildrcn  were  bom  in  Canada.  Jool  Meeks  had  a  brother  Eciward  and  these  tv;o  young  men  lived 
for  a  time  netxr  Albany  N.I,  I  have  yet  to  discover  vrliy  Joel  Meeks  and  his  \/ifo  came  to  Canada. 
I  do  know  that  at  one  time  they  li^ed  in  Camden  Township,  near  Napanee,  Ontario,  and  finally 
settled  in  Richmond  Township,  near  Roblin,  Ontario.  Th^  are  buried  on  the  faim  where  they 
resided.  I  Iiave  visited  tliis  farm  and  would  be  happy  to  direct  anyone  to  it. 

Elizabeth  had  a  brother  Levi,  who  lived  on  the  djoining  farm  at  Roblin.  He  was 
supposed  to  have  enjoyed  the  odd  drink,  and  one  day  lie  and  Iiis  sister  vrere  driving  back  to 
Roblin  by  way  of  a  very  rough  road  which  led  down  a  veiy  steep  iiill.  ELizibeth  asked  Levi 
to  sloi;  down  a  bit  as  she  didn't  feel  he  was  In  a  capable  condition  to  ,nanage  the  ; worses. 
Ho  replied  "Betsy,  if  you  are  boing  to  die,  yau  may  as  well  die  with  your  brother  beside  you*" 
So  we  knov/  tiiat  she  was  nidmamed  Betsy*

LycuTgus  Heeks  died  in  his  sleep  on  the  little  farm  v/e  now  own 
just  outside  BellRock,   I  v/as  around  7  then  and  remember  it 
auite  well.  His  v/ife  Hary  lived  there  several  yee-rs  alone-  the 
"biggest  share  of  her  v/idowhood,   I  think  she  died  at  her 
daughter's  place  v^dith  Parker),  Kattha  Meeks  lived  for  six  months 
after  she  married  Hike  York  and  was  "buried  in  the  little  graveye-rd. 
Her  headstone  is  still  there  on  the  little  farm.  The  first

Rosannah  Meeks  married  John  Asseltine  of  Roblin  and  at  the  time  of  the  original 
writing  of  this  tree,  I  was  told  that  there  was  only  one  child  from  this  union — 
I  never  knew  its  name.  He  had  a  sore  on  his  back,  thought  to  be  caused  by  his 
suspenders.   It  turned  to  cancer  and  he  died  young.   In  1978,  while  visiting  the 
cemetery  where  Joel  and  Elizabeth  are  buried,  we  discovered  a  large  tombstone 
which  had  toppled  and  it  was  too  heavy  for  us  to  lift.   The  stone  bears  the  name 
of  Ryerson  Asseltine,  who  died  at  the  age  of  33  years.   I'Je  have  also  been  told  that 
Rosannah  and  John  are  buried  in  this  cemetery.   Their  inscription  might  well  be  on 
the  side  of  the  stone  facing  the  ground.   I  later  learned  that  a  daughter,  Mary 
Elizabeth,  who  married  Edward  Thompson,  was  born  to  Rosannah  and  John  Asseltine.

V  LYCURGUS  MEEKS  FAMILY: 

Lycurgus  Meeks  was  my  great-grandfather.   His  wife,  Mary  Hannah  Hawley,  was 
the  daughter  of  Andrew  Hawley  and  Rachel  Grant.  Andrew  was  the  son  of  Sheldon 
Hawley,  U.E.,  and  his  wife,  Hannah  Johnston.   Hannah  was  the  daughter  of  Sgt. 
James  Johnston,  U.E.,  and  Sheldon  Hawley  was  the  son  of  Capt.  Jeptha  Hawley,  U.E. 
who  was  in  charge  of  the  batteaux  as  they  proceeded  up  the  St.  Lawrence,  bringing 
the  Loyalists  to  the  Bay  of  Quinte  area.  The  Hawleys  settled  at  Bath  and  a  plaque 
honouring  Capt.  Jeptha  was  unveiled  during  the  Centennial  Celebrations  of  the 
Village  of  Bath.   His  first  wife  had  died  prior  to  his  coming  to  this  area,  and 
he  married  the  widow  Lockv\?ood.   The  little  community  of  Hawley  in  South  Frederick- 
sburgh  township  was  named  in  honour  of  Capt.  Jeptha,  and  his  descendents.   (See 
chart  of  Joseph  Jenckes,  Capt.  Jeptha  Hawley,  Sheldon  Hawley  ^  Sgt.  James  Johnston.) 
The  old  Hawley  house,  immediately  behind  our  home  at  the  next  concession,  was 
occupied  for  many  years  by  Jeptha' s  descendents,  and  my  great -grandmother,  Mary 
Hawley  is  reported  to  have  been  born  there.   The  house  was  completely  dismantled 
a  few  years  ago,  taken  to  Upper  Canada  Village,  and  parts  of  it  were  incorporated 
into  other  houses  during  the  restoration. 

Sgt.  James  Johnston  was  an  Irishman.   "Bill"  Johnston,  the  noted  pirate  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  v;as  one  of  his  sons.   Like  all  families,  they  had  problems.   Radicals 
existed  in  the  days  of  the  Loyalist  migration,  as  well  as  today. 

I  have  in  my  possession  a  copy  of  the  Marriage  Certificate  of  Andrew  Hawley  and 
Rachel  Grant,  a  copy  of  the  Baptismal  Certificate  of  Mary  Hawley,  and  a  copy  of  a 
letter  stating  that  Andrew  Hawley  was  interred  by  Rev.  John  Stoughton  in  St.  John's 
Cemetery  Bath,  and  a  copy  of  his  Application  for  Land,  as  a  Loyalist,  He  had  been 
excused  from  the  war  of  1812-14  because  of  the  loss  of  one  leg. 

Lycurgus  and  Mary  resided  on  the  farm  north  of  Bell  Rock,  Lot  20,  Concession  11. 
Lycurgus  died  a  few  years  before  Mary  and  they  are  both  buried  in  the  Meeks*  family 
plot  on  the  farm.   V/hen  Mary's  grandchildren  started  to  arrive,  she  refused  to  be 
called  "grandma"  and  wished  to  be  know  as  "mum".   This  nickname  remained  and  even 
today,  she  is  remembered  as  "mum"  Meeks.   She  had  long  ringlets  which  hung  about 
her  shoulders.

May,  married  Benjamin  Revelle  and  had  Stanley,  Earl,  Russell,  Capt.  Clarence, 

and  a  daughter  Daisey  1891-1905,  and  Russell. 
Florence  (Flo)  married  V/ilson  Thompson  and  her  family  tree  follows: 
Martha,  married  a  Thurston,  and  had  one  child. 


My  cousin  Eva  remembers  her  Grandmother  telling  her  that  she  visited  Flo  when 
she  was  a  widow.   Her  husband  had  died  of  throat  cancer  and  left  her  with  a  large 
family  of  small  children.  Another  cousin.  Jewel  Bell,  remembers  that  as  a  young 
girl,  she,  her  brother  Noel,  and  her  mother  Edith  Meeks  Parker,  drove  from  Mountain 
Grove  to  Harlowe  by  ox-cart  and  the  mosquitoes  and  black  flies  almost  consumed  them. 

Mortimer  Meeks  was  postmaster  of  BellRock  P.O.  for  a  short  period  of  time  and 
also  kept  a  small  store  in  the  Rufus  Grant  house.  Many  of  his  letters  are  on  file 
in  the  L  §  A  Museum  at  Napanee.   He  is  buried  at  IVhitney,  Ontario.

1,  Arnold  Clair  (my  father),  bom  Aug.  31,  1885,  niarried  my  mother  Mary 
Rosetta  ReiDpard  Snider,  bom  March  19,  1884,  on  January  1,  1907   She  was  a  direct 
descendent^of  Philip  Switzer,  U.E;  Mathias  Rose,  U.E.  She  ^^^^^vU  War  Ve^fran 
Mary  Anne  Switzer  and  her  husband,  George  Washington  Reppard,  a  Civil  "ar  Veteran 
of  Shamokin,  Pa.   In  his  younger  years  he  had  come  to  ^f  ^J  O^Vrtie'^oodfeUow^ 
in  search  of  employment  in  the  mines.  No  work  was  available,  but  the  Goodfellow 
family  provided  board  and  lodging.  He  had  joined  the  army,  been  honourably  dis- 
charged because  he  could  not  prove  his  age,  joined  again  when  his  age  was  proven, 
and  honourably  discharged  at  the  close  of  the  war.   I  have  copies  of  his  complete 
army  file  and  at  my  request,  the  Veterans'  Administration  of  Washington,  D.C.  are 
supplying  a  marker  for  his  grave.   It  will  be  erected  later  this  year  by  my  hus- 
band. He  and  Mary  /aine  are  buried  in  Parham  cemetery. 

At  the  age  of  34,  Mary  Anne  Reppard  died  from  the  effects  of  T.B.  She  left 
three  small  children-my  mother,  who  went  to  live  with  family  connections,  Mr.  J* 
Mrs.  Douglas  Snider  of  Verona;  my  uncle  Wilbert,  who  rem.ainea  with  grandpa;  and 
my  aunt  Jennie,  who  went  to  live  with  her  mother's  first  cousin,  Ella  Snider  and 
her  husband,  Allen.  My  mother  was  never  legally  adopted.  A]tn  Snider  was  the 
son  of  Douglas  and  Lorinda  Snider.   Douglas,  Lorinda,  Allen  &  Ella  bnider  are 
buried  in  Verona  cemetery,  but  the  stone  has  disappeared. 
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Clair  Meeks  Family,  Cont'd. 
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My  parents'  traits  of  hard  v/ork  and  complete  financial  honesty  need  no  repeating 
here.   During  the  depression,  we  were  fortunate  to  be  living  on  a  farm.  IVe  had  our 
o\m   meat  (beef  and  pork),  maple  syrup,  milk,  eggs,  vegetables  and  wood.   No  hungry 
soul  was  ever  turned  from,  our  door.   Salesmen  made  it  a  point  to  arrive  in  time  for 
#j   )        dinner,  as  my  mother  never  charged  for  a  meal.   Often  she  would  spend  the  whole  of 
>  Sunday  cooking  over  a  wood  stove  for  20  -  25  persons.   The  vegetables  and  berries 

were  canned  by  the  dozens  of  sealers  and  the  steaks  of  the  beef  were  always  canned 
and  put  away  for  summer's  eating.  During  the  winter  months,  the  outside  cellarway 
served  as  a  refrigerator. 

Two  instances  stand  out  in  my  nemnry  to  emphasize  the  stress  placed  on  honesty, 
and  the  importance  of  owing  no  debts.   One  evening  before  Christmas,  after  my  dad 
had  paid  the  taxes  and  the  fire  insurance,  he  held  up  his  pocket-book  (as  he  called 
it),  and  showed  us  a  five  dollar  bill.  He  explained  that  this  five  dollar  bill  would 
have  to  provide  us  with  coal  oil  and  other  necessities  until  spring.   Of  course  the 
pantry  was  already  stocked  vrith  a  cwt.  of  sugar,  flour,  etc.  U'e  often  went  to  bed 
early  that  winter,  so  we  would  not  burn  the  lamps.   My  mother  would  spend  hours 
sitting  beside  the  kitchen  range,  knitting,  when  we  would  be  sitting  around  the 
kitchen  table  doing  our  homework,  or  playing  checkers.   One  evening,  when  the  light 
was  none  too  bright,  she  was  knitting  woollen  stockings  for  me.   She  always  saved 
all  pieces  of  wool  and  knit  them  into  the  stockings  as  she  went  along.   This  evening, 
by  mistake,  she  picked  up  a  long  piece  of  purple  wool  and  knit  it  into  the  leg  of 
one  of  my  stockings.   Next  morning,  I  had  new  stockings  with  a  purple  ring  around 
one  shin,  but  I  did  not  dare  object. 

Cakes,  iced  with  maple  sugar  and  jello  served  with  whipped  cream  were  a  fovourite 
of  most  of  our  visitors.   The  Rev.  Alfred  Bishop  family  were  frequent  supper  guests. 
Lloyd  loved  jello  and  whipped  cream.   This  past  March,  while  visiting  Westminster 
Abbey,  we  passed  through  tlie  special  chapel  dedicated  to  tlie  members  of  the  R.A.F. 
who  gave  their  lives  during  W.IV.II.   The  key  to  the  cabinet  which  held  the  Dook  of 
Remembrance  could  not  be  found,  when  I  asked  to  see  if  Lloyd's  name  was  inscribed 
there.   He  had  joined  the  R.A.F.  prior  to  the  war  and  was  Canada's  first  casualty. 
Vlho  would  think  of  remembering  jellr-  and  i^^hipped  cream  while  in  Westminster  Abbey] 

In  her  87th  year,  my  mother  was  confined  to  hospital  for  the  first  time,  with 
an  abdominal  aneurysm.   Major  surgery  corrected  the  ailment,  but  a  year  later  she  fell 
breaking  her  hip.   Recovery  again,  and  a  desire  to  keep  moving,  resulted  in  a  frac- 
tured pelvis.   My  dad  cared  for  her  to  the  best  of  his  ability  because  of  her  desire 
to  remain  in  her  own  home,  but  on  May  28,  1973,  he  suffered  a  heart  attack,  and  died 
early  the  next  morning.   Mother  followed  him,  Feb.  21,  1974.   (Both  buried  in  Verona)

My  earliest  recollection  of  Uncle  Leonard  was  the  enjoyment  we  experienced 
at  a  corn  huskin.fr  bee,  held  in  his  barn.   Lanterns  v*^ere  hung  from  the  beams  of 
the  barn,  so  the  floor  would  be  lighted.   '.Ve  husked  corn,  threw  cobs,  and  en- 
joyed ourselves,  until  some  prankster  decided  he  smelled  smoke.   False  alarm! 
The  refreshments  following  the  husking  were  sumptuous,   I  appreciated  my  many 
visits  with  him  in  his  latter  years  which  were  spent  in  a  nursing  home. 

Aunt  Stella  chose  my  name  and  I  adored  her.   She  was  the  daughter  of  Al- 
zina  Shea  of  Bell  Rock,  and  her  first  husband,  Sam,  son  of  Paul  VanVolkenburgh, 
and  his  second  wife,  Sophia  Merrill.   Sam  was  a  half  brother  of  my  Great-grand- 
mother, Mary  Jane,  who  married  Oren  Switzer.   Sam  died  when  Aunt  Stella  was  very 
young  and  she  was  educated  by  the  Quakers  and  embraced  their  beliefs.  Hers  was 
a  religion  in  action.   She  lovingly  cared  for  her  mother  and  my  Grandparents  in 
their  old  age.   During  the  first  week  of  March  of  this  year,  it  was  our  privi- 
lege, while  in  England,  to  cross  the  Straits  of  Dover,  rent  a  car  in  Boulogne, 
and  motor  to  a  little  village  called  Lapugnoy,  near  Bethune,  France,  where  we 
paid  our  respects  at  the  grave  of  Earl  James,  half-brother  of  my  Aunt  Stella. 
Although  it  was  pouring  rain,  we  were  able  to  bring  back  beautiful  pictures 
of  the  area  to  my  Aunt  Stella's  family. 

I  should  like  to  share  this  benediction  I  received  in  a  letter  from  Aunt 
Stella: 

"I  must  add  God  bless  you  all  and  you  be  kept  under  the  Shadow  of 
His  Presence.   You  see  I  am  of  Quaker  descent  too,  and  I  am  thank- 
ful for  it;   from  views  I  learned  a  great  deal  that  has  helped  ne 
on  in  life."

He  was  named  after  his  uncle, 
Leonard  Clark,  who  had  married  his  mother's  sister,  Mary  Jane  Hawley   In  turn 
my  uncle  Leonard  Meeks,  was  named  after  this  Leonard. 

Was  she  a  twin  of  my  grandfather 
James?  She  and  Mike  were  very  much  in  love,  but  the  dread  disease  of  T.B.  had 
taken  its  toll.   In  spite  of  her  illness,  they  decided  to  go  ahead  with  their 
wedding  plans.   James  York,  brother  of  Mike,  owned  the  farm  which  was  later  pur- 
chased by  my  father.   She  was  taken  there,  dressed,  carried  out  of  doors  v/here 

a  couch  was  placed  and  she  sat  on  the  couch  vftLle  the  vows  were  being  exchanged. 

She  died  six  months  later.   As  a  child,  this  story  fascinated  me,  and  I  would  wander 

over  to  the  Meeks  Cemetery  and  peer  into  the  tangled  mess  of  lilacs  and  raspberry 

bushes  and  read  the  inscription  on  her-,  the  only  tombstone  in  the  cemetery. 

1  always  believed  it  would  make  a  very  interesting  story  to  be  used  as  the  basis 

for  a  movie.   Mike  married  Mrs.  Janes  York's  sister  for  his  second  wife  and  raised 

a  very  large  family.

Amos  Martin  joined  the  rebel  forces  and  served  at  the  Battle  of  Bunker's  Hill, 
in  1776.   He  deserted,  changed  his  name  from  Tanner  to  Martin,  fled  to  Vermont, 
where  in  1781  or  2  he  married  Susannah  Ball,  then  came  to  Canada. 

He  served  as  constable  of  Amherst  Island  1784-6  and  was  the  first  Senior 
I'Jarden  of  the  Masonic  Lodge  at  Bath.   The  marriage  of  Silas  Nichols  and  Elizabeth 


Heather  is  recorded  in  the  parish  records  of  St. 
Amos  are  named  as  witnesses--3  May,  1797. 


John's  of  Ernestown.   Susannah  and 


Amos  Martin's  name  appears  on  the  Supplementary  Loyalist  List,  but  not  on  the 
original  U.E.  List.   The  names  of  his  family  members  appear  on  the  Subsistence  List. 
His  children  were  not  granted  land  as  descendents  of  a  Loyalist. 

In  later  years,  Susannah  chose  an  Asseltine  as  her  second  husband.   A  stone, 
erected  by  her  son,  V/illiam  Martin,  marks  her  grave  in  IVilton  cemetery.  Her 
stone  records  that  she  died  Feb.  20,  1844,  aged  82  years. 

Langhorn  records  also  list  a  Mary  Martin,  born  to  Amos  and  Susannah,   She  was 
baptized,  along  with  Janes,  Amos,  Susannah  (Annie?)  and  V/illiam,  Sept.  15,  1794. 


Rev.  John  Langhorn,  officiated  at  the  burial  of  Deborah  Ball, 
and  it  is  recorded  as  the  first  church  function  on  Amherst  Island.

His  brothers,  John 
who  settled  in  Loborough  and  Christopher,  who  settled  near  Switzerville,  do  not 
qualify  as  Loyalists.   His  parents,  Peter  and  Anna  Marie  (Guier)  were  descendents 
of  the  fanilies  who  left  the  area  around  Assenhein  in  Germany  because  of  religious 
persecution.   They  found  refuge  near  Limerick,  Ireland,  and  lived  there  for  some 
time  before  coming  to  America.  Margaret,  sister  of  Peter,  was  married  to  the  noted 
Methodist  preacher,  Philip  Embury.

Again  the  records  found  in  the  old  book  do  not  agree  with  the  Census  record. 
However,  when  wo  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  few  of  the  early  settlers 
could  read  or  write,  and  the  means  of  keeping  an  account  of  time  must  have  been 
extremely  primitive,  we  cannot  expect  perfection.   To  date,  I  have  found  no 
baptismal  records  of  any  of  the  Joel  Meeks  family. 

From  the  1861  Census  of  Camden  Township,  Andrew's  year  of  birth  is  given  as 
1829,  and  his  wife,  1829.   They  had  the  following  children:  Solan,  Bertrand, 
Angelina,  Ann  and  Bella.   Another  son,  Nathan,  bom  March  20th,  1861,  must  have 
been  born  after  the  Census  "taker"  arrived.   The  above-mentioned  children  were 
all  bom  to  Andrew  and  his  first  wife,  Sabrina  Thompson.   Following  her  death, 
he  married  a  Mrs.  Storey,  who  already  had  a  family  by  her  first  marriage.   One  of 
Mrs.  Storey's  children,  a  Mrs.  Lockwood,  accompanied  by  my  grandmother,  Mrs.  James 
Meeks,  visited  the  family  at  Evan's  Mills  N.Y.  v^hile  my  grandmother  was  living.

From  Census  records:  Eight  of  these  children  were  supposed  to  have  been  born 
in  Camden,  prior  to  their  moving  to  Cloyne:  Beriah,  Rosannah,  Ann,  Rilla,  Amelia, 
Fatima  and  Davis.  I  do  not  know  which  of  the  others  made  up  the  eight. 

From  records,  I  have  learned:   Denison  Meeks  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  in 
the  Cloyne  area.   He  built  his  house  on  the  property  now  owned  by  his  grandson, 
Oscar  Meeks.   Situated  high  on  a  hill,  it  overlooks  Highway  #41  and  Mazinaw  Lake, 
and  is  a  beautiful  location  on  a  summer's  day.   Food  was  scarce  in  those  days, 
and  often  the  meal  consisted  of  potatoes  and  salt.   Elizabeth  Meeks,  often  cried 
because  she  did  not  like  potatoes.   Denis  Meeks  bought  a  cow  when  he  moved  to  Cloyne. 
Soon  after  he  purchased  a  yoke  of  oxen,  and  Elizabeth  made  butter  from  the  cream 
and  put  it  away  to  have  for  visitors.   Like  all  of  the  early  Meeks  men,  Denison  was 
strong  and  powerful.  He  thought  nothing  of  walking  to  Napanee  and  carrying  a  bag 
of  flour  home  on  his  back. 

Elizabeth  Meeks'  death  is  remembered  by  her  grandson,  James  Meeks  of  the  Shel- 
drake road,  north  of  Cloyne.   From  his  (^ral  direction,  my  cousins  Eva  and  Ruth  and 
I  were  able  to  find  her  grave  in  Flinton  Cemetery.   The  tombstone  records: 
Elizabeth,  wife  of  Denison  Meeks,  died  Feb.  20,  1881,  aged  49  years,  3  mos, 

12  days. 
This  date  agrees  with  the  Census  records,  which  state  that  Denison  Meeks  was  born 
in  1825,  Elizabeth,  1831. 

Following  the  death  of  Elizabeth,  Denison  married  Matilda  Hales,  mother-in-law 
of  Beriah  Meeks.   Dennison  died  July  29,  1876;  Matilda  died,  March  23,  1908.   They 
are  buried  in  the  Dempscy  Cemetery,  north-east  of  Cloyne.   At  the  time  of  Elizabeth's 
death  this  cemetery  v^;as  not  yet  open,  and  she  was  taken  about  ten  miles  for  burial.
